Foreign Summary.—The packet Ship James 
Monroe arrived at New-York on Wednesday last 
in 36 days from Liverpool—she brings accounts 
to the Ist of March—Commercial affairs are re- 
presented to be extremely gloomy Failures oc- 
curring almost daily, in consequence of heav 
speculations which originated in the facility with 
which paper had been Tissenated. Messrs. Crop- 
per, Benson & Co. under date March 1, say tiat 
“An unusual degree of dullness prevails in almost 
every description of produce at present ; such ap- 
ede to be the case also with every market in the 

ugdom, and the Continent of Kurope seems to 
be similarly affected : it no doubt arises, in part, 
from the agitation of the question regarding the 
state of the eurrency of this country, and from the 
diminished discounts of the Bank of England and 
the Country Banks ; but its origin may be traced, 
perhaps, in a still greater degree to the check 
which the spirit for over-trading is now receiving, 
and tu the restriction which the mass of floating 
fictitious capital engendered by it, is now under- 
going wm its circulation. ‘lo whatever cause this 
may be ascribed, itis certain that the scarcity of 
money has seldom been more severely and exten- 
sively felt; the numerous failures also, more par- 
ticularly in London, excite great distrust among 
commercial men, and it is to be feared. tat be- 
fore a more wholesome state of things is e-tored, 
much embarrassment and distress may yet be ex- 
perienced.””

BomBay.—On Friday. Nov. 6, Captaia Adams 
and Lieut. D’Arcy, of his Majesty’s Dragons, 
having been found guilty by the Jury at Bombay 
of sending a challenge to Mr. Norris, in his offi- 
cial capacity as Magistrate of Kaira, were broucht 
up to receive sentence, when after a deliberation 
of some length, the Court sentenced them’to 11 
months imprisonment in Bombay gaol. In passing 
this severe but just sentence of the law on tie 
prisoners, the Recorder animadverted on their 
conduct, in having had recourse to the cemmand- 
er in chief, even in the last stage of their defence, 
almost it might be said in defiance of the civil! au- 
thorities, when the civil power was the only one 
that could have attended to the prayer of their 
petition.
